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A New Malden councillor 
says his name appeared on a 
leaked list of British Nation¬ 
al Party (BNP) members be¬ 
cause he was undercover in 
the far-right group five years 
ago. 

The Kingston Guardian 
was alerted this week to ex¬ 
policeman and Conservative 
Terry Paton’s surname, post¬ 
code and mobile phone num¬ 
ber on the list originally 
leaked in 2009, long before he 
was an elected councillor. 

But Councillor Paton, 50, 
said he was a private 
investigator investigating 
extremism. 

He said: “I was employed to 
get information - to get in 
and get out. I was paid for 
that information. 

“I was asked to get infor¬ 
mation about a person. The 
person I was trying to get to - 


I was advised the only way to 
get that information was to 
join the BNP. 

“It is difficult to get into be¬ 
cause I am supposed to be 
sworn to secrecy. Nobody 
knows other than the people 
that employed me.” 

Coun Paton, of Portland 
Avenue, said he had joined a 
number of radical parties 
and Labour as part of his 
investigations. 

He said he was a member of 
the BNP for up to four weeks. 

Denouncing the views of 
the party, he said: “I do not 
hold those kinds of views. I 
have never agreed with those 
kinds of views. I am very 
much the opposite.” 

He added although he 
found the party “disgusting”, 
revealing more information 
about his investigation could 
compromise the safety of 
several people. 

His Linkedln profile states: 
“Previous experience in 
various fields including 
domestic and corporate

investigation, interview 
techniques, covert/overt 
tracking and protection.” 

Coun Paton is currently 
the director of plumbing 
company Paton Heating. 

He was first elected ward 
councillor in the Beverley 
byelection last July, which 
broke the ward’s Liberal 
Democrat stranglehold. 

He replaced disgraced for¬ 
mer council leader Derek Os¬ 
bourne who was jailed for 
possessing indecent images 
of children. 

Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis said Coun Paton 
was a popular councillor 
who brought his experience 
as a former policeman to the 
community. 

He said: “At a meeting 
tonight [Monday] both the 
Kingston Conservative 
group and I had full confi¬ 
dence in Terry and his hon¬ 
esty and ability in standing 
up for his residents in New 
Malden for many years to 
come.”

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Calling for voters to have 
power to oust councillors

Voters should be given the 
power to throw out council¬ 
lors who abuse their positions, 
MP Zac Goldsmith has said. 

The call for a parliamentary- 
style recall bill for local coun¬ 
cils came after former 
Kingston councillor Tim Den- 
nen narrowly avoided jail for 
benefit fraud. 

Dennen, 57, of York Road, 
Kingston, dishonestly or 
fraudulently claimed £3,611 in 
council tax benefits between 
January 2008 and June 2010. 

He pleaded guilty two weeks 
after May’s local elections, 
where he had stood as a 
candidate. 

Despite being thrown out of 
the Liberal Democrats in 2012, 
he continued to represent 
Canbury as an independent 
for two years, while Kingston 
Council carried out a pro¬ 
longed investigation into his 
finances. 

He also continued to receive 
the £7,528-a-year councillor’s 


allowance during that time, 
before standing for re-election 
in May. 

Had he been re-elected, 
Kingston Council could well 
have had a convicted benefits 
cheat at Guildhall for the next 
four years without any re¬ 
course until 2018. 

Councillors can only be dis¬ 
qualified if they are convicted 
of a crime that carries a 
prison sentence of at least 
three months. 

Dennen’s offences carried a 
maximum prison term of 
six weeks. 

Liberal Democrat leader 
Councillor Liz Green said: “I 
absolutely think Tim should 
have stepped down, and I can’t 
understand the mentality of 
running for council again. We 
removed him from the group, 
but we can’t make him step 
down. 

“The only person who can 
get rid of a councillor is the 
councillor. We can’t actually 
do anything.” 

Although recall would not 
have prevented Dennen from 
seeking re-election, had he 
won, Canbury ward residents

could have launched a petition 
calling for him to be sacked 
after his conviction. 

Dennen was not re-elected 
after polling just 188 votes, fin¬ 
ishing in last place. 

Magistrates in Wimbledon 
told Dennen they “seriously 
considered” jailing him before 
sentencing him to 200 hours of 
community service and order¬ 
ing him to pay £7,000 in costs. 

Coun Green said she would 
support a system of recall sim¬ 
ilar to the one being fought for 
in Parliament by north 


Kingston MP Zac Goldsmith. 

She said councillors should 
be subject to recall if convict¬ 
ed of a crime. 

Mr Goldsmith’s proposals go 
further, allowing constituents 
to effectively sack their MP if 
at any point they have lost 
faith in them. 

Mr Goldsmith said: “I 
strongly believe it should be 
possible to recall any and all 
representatives, from the 
council to the cabinet. 

“There is no argument 
against recall that is not also 
an argument against democ¬ 
racy itself.” 

But Kingston Council’s Con¬ 
servative leader Kevin Davis 
was sceptical. 

He said: “I think it’s certain¬ 
ly an interesting idea, but in 
reality I’m not sure it would 
work. 

“Giving people the vote is 
difficult enough, and if you 
work with the current recall 
bill of 10 per cent of con¬ 
stituents signing a petition to 
get an MP recalled, you’re 
talking about six or seven 
hundred people in a local 
ward.”

Archives head to Guildhall

Surrey Comet [our sister newspaper], 
from the North Kingston Centre to the 
Mecklenburg Pupil Referral Unit in the 
Dukes Centre on the edge of Ham, but the 
new Conservative administration has 
blocked the move. 

Councillor Andrea Craig, lead member 
for children, youth and adult learning, 
said: “People who have been expelled 
from schools are very vulnerable. It is not 
legitimate for children to be put in the 


same environment as a heritage service.” 

The relocation had originally been part 
of the £1.5m scheme to move adult educa¬ 
tion classes and services to the King 
Charles Centre and Newent House in Sur¬ 
biton to make way for a new secondary 
school at the North Kingston Centre. 

The archives are now due to be kept un¬ 
derneath the listed Guildhall building in¬ 
side the former magistrates’ court in 
Kingston from next July. 

Liberal Democrat Councillor Liz Green, 
leader of the opposition, said: “It [archive 
centre and pupil referral unit] was going 
to have two entrances. We would not have 
integrated vulnerable children and young 
people with the people that came to use 
the archives.” 

She said moving to Guildhall may mean 
organisations such as Kingston Voluntary 
Action - promised space - may not be 
included. 

But Jennifer Butterworth, chairwoman 
of Kingston Society, said: “As long as the 
two caveats [are met] to protect a listed 
building, and it is not in the flood area, 
it would seem on the face of it a better 
solution.” 

Kingston Council leader Councillor 
Kevin Davis said: “The historic centre of 
the borough is Kingston and being closer 
to the museum, All Saints’ Church and the 
market is more sensible.” 


Plans to move the borough’s archives and 
artefacts to a pupil referral unit for ex¬ 
cluded schoolchildren have been thwart¬ 
ed at the 11th hour. 

The previous Liberal Democrat admin¬ 
istration had planned to move the 
archives, which include 160 years of

Concerns as children’s centre is set to be replaced 

Pre-nursery places 
to be means tested

A Kingston children’s centre ear¬ 
marked for closure will become a 
council-run pre-nursery for two- 
year-olds from low income 
families, with the children guar¬ 
anteed a place at the nursery 
next door. 

Kingston Council is asking 
what activities at Kingston Hill 
Children’s Centre - which is 
based at Alexandra Infants’ 
School - should be kept and 
moved elsewhere to make way for 
the 32 pre-nursery places. 

One parent, who did not want to 
be named, said: “I think it is 
unfair. It should not be means 
tested. The impact on the local 


area for getting your child into 
nursery is going to be quite 
severe. 

The children will be pushed 
down the list, even if you live 
close. When parents find out they 
are being graded on income, 
there will be some strong 
opinions.” 

Conservative Councillor An¬ 
drea Craig, leader for children, 
youth and adult learning, said: 
“The centre is going to go back to 
the school, which is where it 
came from. 

“It is a budget issue so if a deci¬ 
sion has been made in January 
for the last year, then it is very 
difficult to reverse. 

“The council is not closing the 
centre. The funds are being 
retargeted to the hard-to-reach 
families.” 


A Kingston Council spokesman 
said: “Attending the school’s 
nursery does not give any priori¬ 
ty for a place in reception and 
all applicants for a reception 
place will need to make an appli¬ 
cation regardless of the nursery 
setting they have attended or are 
attending. 

“Each application is considered 
against the normal admissions 
criteria for the school.” 

Mother-of-two Jude Hurtado, 
39, who uses the centre regularly, 
said: “Everyone is very shocked 
and disappointed. 

“We have been told we can go to 
the children’s centre in Kingston 
or Latchmere. 

“But Kingston would be a long 
walk and I have been turned 
away from Latchmere in the past 
because it gets so busy.” 



Ideas put forward for leisure centre site 


A refurbished leisure centre 
with a new swimming pool and a 
community space for youth 
clubs is at the top of the wish list 
to developers wanting to build in 
New Malden. 

Developers eyeing the Cocks 
Crescent site, behind New 
Malden station, will have to put 
together a “community led” 
plan if they want to build. 

Councillor Mary Clark, co- 
chairman of the Maidens and 
Coombe neighbourhood commit¬ 
tee, said: “In an ideal world I 
would like a public hall, a neona¬ 
tal clinic, a refurbished leisure 
centre, youth clubs - at the mo¬ 
ment there is nothing for the 
youth in New Malden.” 

The ideas come off the back of 
the Cocks Crescent and sur¬ 
rounding area development 
brief that was put out by 
Kingston Council last month. 

But the future of the Malden

Centre in Blagdon Road, which 
has a gym, a swimming pool and 
a cafe, remains uncertain after 
proposals to build homes on top 
of its two existing floors were 


unveiled in the draft brief. 

But Coun Clark said: “Devel¬ 
opment briefs are not really 
worth the paper they are written 
on. 

“They are riding on whether 
the planning permission goes 
through. 

“The Malden Centre does need 
refurbishing. It could be moved 
somewhere else on the site. 

“It could be all sorts of things. 
I would not take too much to 
heart. At the moment it’s all up 
in the air.” 

She said if the right developer 
came along with the right idea 
for a leisure facility in the area it 
would be considered. 

But former Liberal Democrat 
Councillor Simon James said: 
“It seems to put the future of the 
Malden Centre particularly the 
swimming pool under threat, so 
I am quite concerned about 
that.”

One of Kingston’s most notori¬ 
ous troublemakers argued with 
magistrates as they handed him 
an Asbo banning him from the 
town centre for three years. 

Daniel Sycamore, 30, has at 
least 49 convictions and five pub¬ 
lic order offences racked up in 
Kingston town centre mainly re¬ 
lated to his heavy drinking. 

His offences include punching a 
shop worker and wiping his back¬ 
side in Kingston High Street. 

The final straw came when he 
racially abused a community po¬ 
lice officer on May 14 - a crime he 
is currently serving a four-month 
prison sentence for. 

Kingston Sergeant Dave 
Williams said: “Daniel Sycamore 
has become a familiar face 
around Kingston town centre for 
all the wrong reasons. 

“He has existed by doing 
little more than getting drunk,

harassing members of the public 
and committing crime.” 

At Wimbledon Magistrates’ 
Court on July 4, Sycamore, who 


gave an address of Meadcroft 
House, Sheephouse Way, Old 
Malden, repeatedly tried to inter¬ 
rupt the court hearing. 

Magistrate Evan Parsons had 
to shout him down as he 
called Sycamore’s behaviour 
“unacceptable, childish and 
appalling”. 

Mr Parsons said: “People who 
want to take their families to 
Kingston should not have to put 
up with this loutish behaviour. 

“People need protecting from 
antisocial behaviour like yours.” 

Standing in the dock, Sycamore 
said: “Can I just say something 
though? It wasn’t just me, was 
it?” 

As security ushered Sycamore 
back towards the cells, he said: 
“Yeah, whatever.” 

He is now banned from 
Kingston’s new designated public 
places order (DPPO) zone, which 
stretches from Lower Ham Road 
in north Kingston, across to 
Queen Elizabeth Road in the east 
and down to South Lane and 
High Street.

Landlords must fork 
out £1 Ok for works

Homeowners on the Kingsnymp- 
ton estate have been asked to pay 
an estimate of between £8,000 and 
£10,000 each towards a council 
house improvement scheme. 

People who live on the estate 
will have up to 10 years to pay or 
receive a discount if they pay on 
demand. 

But owners who rent properties 
out must pay up in one go once 
the work on new doors, windows 
and roof is done. 

Stephen Connor, who owns 
three properties in Kingsnymp- 
ton, thought the deal was unfair 
on landlords. 

He said: “We want to see a top 
line before the works start as to 
how much this will cost, and time 
to pay it. 

“All that work should have been 
done over the past 10 years as 
part of general maintenance and 
added to our monthly service 
charges, rather than just lumped 
in as one huge bill.” 

Landlord Penny Atkinson, who 
owns a flat in Newdigate House, 
said: “I maintain my own proper¬ 
ty and am, therefore, aware of 
what it costs, and these prices 
seem extortionate. 


“We are not against the Better 
Homes programme, we believe 
tenants should have the best 
homes possible. 

“But we run a small business, 
and we refurbish our properties a 
lot more than Kingston Council 
does. The council seems to think 
we have bags of money, but we 
don’t.” 

A council spokesman said: “The 
council has decided concessions 
should not be extended to non¬ 
resident leaseholders. 

“To extend that concession to 
this group would put unneces¬ 
sary strain on the council’s fi¬ 
nances and reduce the services 
that it would be able to provide to 
its tenants and leaseholders in 
the future.” 


Councillor Ian George, lead 
member for housing, said: “If 
buy-to-let landlords think the 
council should be helping them 
out, then I’m sorry, I don’t think 
we should.” 

Richard Grosvenor, from the 
Kingston Federation of Resi¬ 
dents, said the Kingsnympton 
cost estimates were “in the mid 
range”, with some leaseholders 
elsewhere paying up to £18,000. 

He said: “It comes as a shock to 
leaseholders who have not been 
used to receiving such bills. 

“But these sorts of major im¬ 
provement works have not been 
carried out for the past 30 years.” 

But Kingsnympton resident 
Juliet Miller said: “People do not 
have this sort of money.”

For a long time, patients have told us that they want to be treated as 
a whole person not just a 'set of conditions’. To help ensure that the 
care we provide is more ’joined up’ and not so fragmented, Kingston 
CCG is working with the local authority and others to deliver a more 
seamless service. We feel this is even more important now that 
people are living longer, and may have several long term conditions. 



We also know that we have significant 
numbers of local people living on their 
own and are aware that isolation and 
loneliness can lead to problems or make 
them worse. This means it’s important 
to think about care and support for all 
patients, especially those who are frail 
or have complex medical needs in its 
entirety, rather than focus in one area of 
their health. 

To keep people well, living in their own 
home and in their communities for as long 
as they can and they want to, we have 
identified some key principles: 

■ We recognise that many people know 
what is best for them and can do a 
lot, with the help of their families and 
friends to cope and to manage their own 
care. 


■ When people need more 
support we need to look at 

the whole person, understand what’s 
important to them 
and provide complete services that 
wrap around them to help them stay 
independent for as long as they want to 
and can safely do so. 

■ We know that carers are a crucial part 
of the support network for people with 
complex needs and need support in 
their own right to maintain their own 
health and well-being. 

■ We recognise that mental and physical 
health are closely linked - people with 
physical health problems can develop 
depression or other mental health 
problems and people with mental health 
problems have worse outcomes for their 
physical health problems. 


In Kingston we are already changing 
service, for example, the introduction 
of the Kingston at Home service, a 
programme of care which brings together 
health services (provided by the NHS) 
and social care services (provided by the 
local authority) into multi-skilled teams to 
support people in a more joined up way. 
The Stay Well at Home service, provided 
by the local voluntary sector, supports 
older people at risk of losing their 
independence and helps them plan and 
make lifestyle changes so they can remain 
in their own homes. Over the coming 
months, Kingston CCG wants to make 
further progress in joining up services in 
the following areas: 


■ Health and social care working together 
more closely 

■ Changes in primary care (Named GP for 
people aged 75 and over) 

■ Further improvements to mental health 
services, particularly for local people 
with dementia, 

■ Changes to the way we plan and 
deliver services to ensure that different 
organisations work together and utilise 
resources more effectively.

Named GP for people aged 75 and over 


From the end of June, all GP 
practices must identify a named 
GP for all patients aged 75 and 
over, and let them know who 
their named GP is. If you are 
75 or over your named GP will 
have overall responsibility for 
the care and support that the 
GP practice provides, but will 
not be the only person at the 


practice that you will see. Your 
care will continue to be provided 
by the whole practice team and 
these arrangements will not 
prevent you from seeing any GP 
or nurse in the practice as you 
currently do. So if you are aged 
75 or over please look out for a 
letter or phone call from your GP 
practice.

Cut your running costs 


Running a car is one of the biggest 
expenses which many Brits face - 
and with rising fuel costs, along 
with tax, insurance and MOT bills, 
it’s hardly surprising that motoring 
expenses are taking their toll on the 
average household budget. 

Research by Continental Tyres 
shows that around ten million 
Brits are even considering giving 
up their car as costs continue to 
spiral, with the average motorist 
spending at least £30 a week, just 
on fuel. 

However, the research also shows 
that one in four is unaware of a few 
simple tricks that can dramatically 
reduce the cost of getting and save 
you up to £300 a year. 

1. Off load. Carrying a roof rack 
when it is not needed can increase 
fuel consumption by up to 10 per 
cent. Empty roof boxes are also 
thirsty gas guzzlers. 

2. Check your pressure. The right 
tyre pressure means less rolling 
resistance - and therefore reduced 
fuel consumption - Incorrect 
pressures can also increase tyre 
wear. 

3. Make a plan. It’s worth taking 
the time to map out unfamiliar 




journeys before you leave in order to 
reduce the chance of getting lost 
and wasting fuel. 

4. Get rid of your spare tyre. If you 
only use your vehicle for short trips 
close to home, consider a 
compressor with a tyre sealant like 
the ContiComfortKit which is far 
lighter and saves room. 

5. Check your wheel alignment to 
reduce fuel usage. 

6. Get in gear. Always drive in the 
highest possible gear for the speed 
you are doing, but do not let the 
engine labour. Avoid "racing starts" 
at traffic lights. 


7. Watch your speed. The faster 
you go the more fuel you use. 
Driving at 70mph uses up to nine 
per cent more fuel than at 60mph 
and up to 15 per cent more than at 
50mph. Cruising at 80mph can use 
up to 25 per cent more fuel than at 
70mph. 

8. Avoid using the air-con or 
heated front/rear windows and 
demister blowers. They all use 
energy so make sure they’re off 
when you don’t need them.

Weir sets course for Commonwealth glory 


Six-time Paralympic champi¬ 
on David Weir is on course 
for Commonwealth Games 
glory should the speed of his 
outing at the Sainsbury’s 
Glasgow Grand Prix be 
replicated on his return to 
Scotland later this month, 
writes Joshua Richards. 

Weir, who finished second 
at this year’s London 
marathon, stormed to victory 
almost a second clear of the 
rest of the T54 1,500m field, 
clocking a time of three min¬ 
utes 8.78 seconds - more than 
three seconds faster than the 
time produced to win gold in 
the event at London 2012. 

And without having the 
distraction of a gruelling 
marathon to close out the 
Commonwealth Games, the 
Wallington-born “Weirwolf” 
is now targeting the only 
major medal missing from 
his bulging trophy cabinet. 

“There were a few faster 
guys in this race just to push 
me and I feel like I’m in great 


shape,” said the 35-year-old, 
who trains at Kingsmeadow 
stadium and in Richmond 
Park. 

“I doubt whether we’ll go 
faster than 3.08 at the 
Commonwealth Games. 

“It wasn’t slow and tactical 
like the Paralympic final. 

“My times in training have 
been very good. The sports 
scientists are saying I’m in 
good shape. 

“Because I can specifically 
train for the track, I feel like I 
am quicker than I was in 2012 
where I had the marathon at 
the end and was worrying 
about the distance stuff as 
well. 

“It was just nice to get out 
there and race. We’ve had 
amazing support since 2012 
and I’m loving every 
minute.”
